There  are  twelve  general  dealers  and  confectioners  in  the  area, 
only  one  butcher’s  shoo,  one  fish-shoo  and  no  cafes. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessar^r  to  tahe  any  action  under  the 
Council’s  Byelaws  although  ten  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises, 
The  food  premises  consist  of  small  shops  most  of  which  are  run  by 
housewives  with  their  living  quarters  behind.  The  sho^^ keepers  are 
□ecoming  more  conscious  of  the  necessity  of  taking  ever:^  care  in  the 
handling  of  food  although  thisArather  difficult  in  the  liuiited  space 
provided. 

There  are  seven  puslic  houses  including  hotels  and  a few  of  the 
larger  having  catering  licences.  In  the  latter  instances  most  of 
the  preiiiises  have  been  modernised.  The  only  other  catering  estab-_^ 
lishments  are  a nujrsery  school  run  by  Sunderland  County  Borough  and. 
a tea  garden  where  teas  are  served. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  in  connection  with  any  of  these 
preuiises  although  v/e  are  aware  that  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  tv;o 
of  the  Siiialler  public  houses  could  be  improved.  In  these  cases, 
the  owners  have  been  advised  and  it  is  e:cpected  that  plans  will  be 
received  ne:ct  year  in  connection  v/ith  one  of  them* 

During  the  year  the  sanitary  accomuiodation  of  one  of  the  puljlio 
houses  referred  to  in  last  years  report  has  been  improved  and  t5ae
